The oily is now paying for 156 elec­ 
tric lights, at t?2 a year each, the sum 
of t i 1,232, and in addition for 42 gas 
lights at $26 a year each, the sum of 
$1,092, making the total expenditure 
for lights $12,324 annually. 
When you come to consider that but 
about 2,400 people, including corpora­ 
tions, pay the entire tax of the city, 
the sum of $12,324 for lights annually, 
is rather burdensome. 
The question, then, for the common 
council to consider is what is the best 
light for the least money, and not t i e 
appointment of a receiver for any of 
the concerns interested in making a 
bid for lights. 
The tax payers should not overlook 
the fact that every year the lighting 
fund has been increased 
until it has 
reached a point where there should be 
a large reduction and in that connect­
